DOCUMENTATION IN REGARD TO RICHARD HOKANSON 



BOY SCOUTS OF AMERICA 



Late Monday afternoon at 4:00, October 4th, 1982, I had a call by my own source 
who told me of the allegation being readied against Richard Hokanson, Scoutmaster 
of Troop 210, St. Pius Catholic Church, Rochester. 

Early the next morning on October 5th, I went to see Jack Le Clair, detective of 
the Juvenile Bureau, and we sat down for a talk. Jack said he was in an investi- 
gation and it was alright to keep Hokanson on as a leader for the present. There 
was a boy in a psychiatric ward in a detox center in Albert Lea whose mother 
complained but charges could not be pressed because of the psychiatric treatment. 
There are others named by this boy and he is investigating those and he wouW keep 
us informed. I in turn, explained the position of the Council in regards^to the 
leaders, the boys, and the sponsoring institution. 

Thursday afternoon, 4:00, October 7th, call back front Jack LeClair, said the 
investigation was proceeding. Contacts had been made to the families of those 
boys named and none would complain. 

On Friday morning, October 8th, Jack LeClair called again and said there was a 
possibility of three complaints, and at that time he had a mattress, a towel with 
semen on it taken from St, Pius Church to his office. That the complaints were 
that these incidents did happen on the mattress in the church. He asked me to 
work with Hokanson to stop contact with boys as soon as possible. He had already 
talked to Father Taylor, the new pastor of St. Pius Church and Father Taylor had 
some questions. At this point I brought Marv French into the picture. Marv then 
along with me talked to Father Taylor and arranged a meeting with Richard Hokanson 
to ask for his resignation. Called Hokanson at I8M. The rest of the day, the 
call not returned. Called Hokanson at home. Call not returned. As part of the 
back-up, Father Taylor asked me to contact our National Council to ask about 
possibles of psychiatric treatment underwritten by the National Council. Called 
Ted Accas at the Region, the answer was no. Called Father Taylor back and told 
him that psychiatric treatment paid by the National Council was out of the question 
and that I had talked to a key Council officer, namely the Treasurer, and he said 
no. Jack LeClair called again at 4:00, asked if the contact with Father Taylor and 
Hokanson had been made. I explained the progress to that point. He said that he 
had been trying to call Hokanson all that day too and that Hokanson had not returned 
any of his calls. He left messages at the message center just as we did at IBM and 
he called me back again at 5:00 and told me that none of these messages had been 
picked up and no calls had come in from Hokanson. I called Father Taylor^ after 5:00 
and he said he would go ahead with a letter to Hokanson termanating him as Scout- 
master. 

On Saturday morning, October 9th, I saw Hokanson but he had 135 people around him 
along with an Indian Dance Team as he was putting on a performance and I couldn't 
get him separated so that I could talk to him. He left for St. Paul immediately 
after that to work with the Scouts there. 

Called him again on the 10th. Calls not returned. That was on Sunday so called 
him at home. 

On Monday, October 11th, I left messages at IBM for Hokanson. No return calls. 
The Church Cabinet met in the meantime. Father Taylor informed the Church Cabinet. 
Father Taylor had already written a letter to Hokanson on Sunday the 10th and asked 
for his resignation. He told Father Taylor that he would resign voluntarally.

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On Tuesday, October 12th, I finally did talk to Hokanson. On Tuesday morning at 
8:00 A.M. he told me that he had resigned everything. Immediately 1 went to the 
staff, called the staff together, and gave them the message. Called Father Taylor 
on the progress immediately afterward and he read me the letter that he had 
written Hokanson. He said Hokanson had not submitted a letter of resignation. I 
called Jack LeClair. Jack told me that the City Attorney had said that Hokanson 
had admitted his guilt privately but would not do so publicly. Called LeClair 
again about 1:00. Gave LeClair the rest of the information from Father Taylor and 
our staff and my source. who had come back and said there was a possibility of 16 
more boys involved. He told- me at that time that the three were signing a com- 
plaint and he was continuing his investigation* I called Father Taylor immediately 
afterward and he said yes he knew about 16 and that the list may be as high as 23 
and that he had a list of these people which he would give to LeClair but not unless 
LeClair called on him at the parrish and would give him assurances that all the 
sources would be protected. Called Ted Accas at the Region with the information 
to date and went through the procedure and he also suggested that I call Paul Ernst 
at the National Council, which I did and Paul went through the procedures with me 
again. Then I called the Area Director, Ralph Jordan, and went through the 
procedures with him again. 

Tuesday, October 12th, Marv French talked with Father Taylor at 5:00 P.M. and Father 
Taylor went through the letter directing Hokanson r s resignation again. He said that 
he included in the letter there would be no Scouting, no Indian Dance Group, and 
that he should return the keys and never be on the property again. That evening 
the Troop Committee met with Father Taylor and was told of the situation and temporary 
coverage of the Troop was selected for the Thursday Court of Honor which was an Eagle 
Court. Marv French called Bob Milbrandt, the Scouting Coordinator at 7:00 that 
evening and he was already aware of the situation. He ; knew about the letter contacts, 
he knew his boy knew something because he had been pulled out of school but he didn't 
know what the boys knew. The boys weren't saying. 

Wednesday, October 13th, 4:30 P.M., Hokanson brought O.A. material back to the office 
and picked up badges to give to Charlie Fry for their Thursday Court of Honor. I 
talked to him personally and he said he had applied for psychiatric care at the 
Zumbro Valley Mental Health Center and that Charlie and CI ix were taking over the 
Troop. 4:15 P.M. the same day Marv French called Father Taylor to find out what had 
happened at the Troop Committee meeting and Father Taylor said that they were going 
to clean the Troop up and hold a meeting of the parents and the boys.. Dick had given 
him a list of the boys involved just % hour and this was dick's list, not the one he 
had had previously. The list was as high as 16. The list would not be shared with 
anyone unless the parents came to him one by one and talked to him personally to see 
if their boy was on the list or not. The sponsoring institution would continue to 
sponsor the Troop. It would get a new Scoutmaster and in the meantime they would 
choose temporary leadership. 

Thursday, October 14th, talked to Ral ph Jordan, t he Area Director, again for advise 
and followed his advise subsequently. | HBHR Troop Committeeman, whose son was 
involved met me at Rotary, told me the Troop Committee was very angry at the investa- 
gation methods used by Jack LeClair. I talked to George Allen and McGregor who acts 
as my own sons Scoutmaster to see what was happening in his area and he told me that 
his sons had broken down and cried for over two hours and that the boys were aware 
of it all. Talked to the Council President and he said he would get ahold of Cliff 
Johnson, the Foundation President also member of the Area Committee, and we would 
also inform the Council Comnissioner. 
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Friday, October 15th, Jack LeClair called at 8:30 A.M. and said that Hokanson 
would be arraigned the following Wednesday. He knew of the list held by Father 
Taylor and he was not going to follow throuqh with that list unless the three 
people who made the complaints dropped their complaints. We went through the 
information decimanation, he said that it would be on the blotter the following 
Wednesday and that the news media would have it at that time. They would allow 
until that time for plea bargining between the attorney and the County Attorney. 

On Saturday, October 16th, met with the Council Commissioner and gave him the 
entire information. 

On Sunday, October 17th, Bob Milam, Council President, told Cliff Johnson the 
Foundation President and also a member of the Area Committee. 

Monday, October 18th, when I had gone to the Area Director's meeting in St. Paul 
and while I was gone, Bob Retzlaff of our Board called Marv French at 1:00 P.M. 
and said the paper had the story. It was a bad one. And that the paper would 
that night and that he was very angry because Dick Hokanson, instead of giving 
up as he had promised, had taken a merit badge book to his home to his own son 
and he had left the book there. The evening before Marv French had found that 
Bob Retzlaff had already called Sob Milam as President of the Council and so 
Mary had also called Bob Milam who gave the statement he had given to the press. 
Marv told the District Chairman and his District Commissioner. I returned at 
6:45 P.M., my wife told me about it with paper in hand and the first article was 
i ns i de . 

Tuesday, October 19th, I called the National Council and talked to Bolus, called 
Ted Accas at the Region, called all the United Ways involved, called the staff 
together, held a career staff meeting to inform them so everyone knew about it. 
Called Ron Seeger, the attorney for the Foundation, and he agreed to act as 
attorney on our behalf if it were necessary. He also suggested that we not put 
Hokanson on the confidential list until he had been sentenced because in the 
State of Minnesota this could allow for slander in case he was not convicted and 
so suggested some type of probation. I called Ted Accas back and told him of 
this dicision. He told me to write the probation letter with a copy to him and a 
copy to Paul Ernst and to send all the news clips to him and to Paul Ernst as well, 
which I did. Talked to the Council President, Sob Milam, told him that he was the 
only spokesman, told all the professional staff and the career staff that he was 
the spokesman and in the meantime my source called me back and had found out that 
Dick's wife had gone to the Clinic two months before about his abnormal behavior. 
That the Clinic, the Mayo Clinic, had not known about the Scouts but had known 
about diveant behavior elsewhere and said that they thought they had taken care of 
it. The Clinic will not admit to this meeting. Had a call from Jack LeClair. He 
apolized to me personally and said that the news release was not from him or the 
City Attorney and that he was sorry that it appeared on Monday instead of on 
Wednesday when it would be done. He had like 15 minutes- notice and that the pipe- 
line came out of the County Clerks Office directly to the paper, or from one of 
the complai ntents. I had a call from Jim Martin, former Council President, and of 
the Mayo Clinic, and he said George Allen knew about it and had known about this 
for over two months but had thought Dick had conquered it. 

Second article appeared in the newspaper the next day. It had information in the 
article that could only be known to four people, Father Taylor, myself, Jack 
LeClair or the complaintent so we figured it must have been the complaintent. 
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Wednesday, October 20th, spoke to the Council Attorney again before noon. Gave 
him all the information to date. Called the Scouting Coordinator. Called the 
Council President to see if we were having a lot of contacts. No contacts had 
been made as yet. Attorney called back and said the information came from the 
County Clerks Office and that it was normal for the newspaper to react about 
20 minutes after anyone had filed a complaint. I was called from the National 
Council. Mr. Bolus told me to hang in there and he had me run through with him 
the procedures, which I did. He was satisfied. 

Thursday, October 21st, Father Taylor held a parents meeting. Also with the new 
leaders of the Troop. Father Taylor was in charge of the meeting, Marv French 
attended it. All the people who went there were screened. Marv was the only 
outsider allowed. They had a four person panel, psychiatric and social workers 
to speak to the parents and to answer questions and to help them over the rough 
spots. They covered everything from beginning to end and didn't leave anything 
out with their conversation with the parents. 

Saturday, October 23rd, Oick Hokanson was observed at the YMCA teaching swimming. 
He was also observed at the Park and Recreation Department refereeing a football 
game. We called the Park and Recreation Department, they said there had been no 
proof, no sentencing and therefore they felt that they couldn't delete him from 
their roles. Had a call from Jack LeClair of the Juvenile Division and he said 
Hokanson was going to the Zumbro Valley Mental Health Center and that it was al- 
right for him to deal with adults at this point but that we should see that he 
did not deal with boys. We explained that he had already been terminated as a 
leader and he said that that was the reason that he was being allowed to teach 
swimming at the Y to adults and that he did not know about the Park and Recreation 
football information. 

Tuesday, October 26th, had a couple of crank calls and many other calls that came 
in from as far away as Singapore* Hong Kong, and West Coast from former members of 
the Scout Troop. 

Wednesday, October 27th, call back from Oick Hokanson. He told me of the disposition 
of the case, told me he thought the complaints would be dropped, asked if he could 
be reinstated in Scouting. 

October 27th, in the evening at 6:30, the Executive Board met. We gave a statement 
to the Board through the Council President. The Council President explained all 
the facts. It was agreed at that time by the Board that we would not recall the 
Silver Beaver Award and I had already been informed by Father Taylor that he would 
not recall the St. George Award since both of these awards were presented while he 
was straight. Just before the Christmas holidays, Hokanson was arraigned, formal 
charges were made, the complaintents did** appear, ail three of them. He was first 
held in jail and then sent to St. Peter for a psychiatric evaluation for a period 
of sixty day. Jack LeClair called and told me that the results could lead three 
ways: 1st - he could be back on the street in sixty day as an outpatient if he 
responded to the treatment positively, 2nd - if he did not react to positively but 
showed hope that he would be committed to St. Peter Health Institution for psychiatric 
treatment for probably three years, 3rd - if he didn't respond at all and didn't seem 
to give a dam that he would be remitted to Stillwater prison for 4 years, no less. 

Late January, Marv French and I were contacted by a social worker and friend of the 
court who was helping to make the evaluation for Qick Hokanson. She was a member 
of Marv's church here in Rochester of which he is a steward and when we sat down 
she became very frank about what she saw as happening to date. To that date she 
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said that he had responded only fairly and that he had considered himself a non- 
homosexual and did not understand that the assults were devious behavior because 
the boys had encouraged it as he put it. She reinstated what Jack LaClair had 
already told me about the sixty days versus the three years and the four years 
at outpatient, inpatient, and prison. She said that she was gathering all the 
facts for the evaluation. 

In early February, my source called me again and told me she had documented 16 
of the other 23 cases and although these had not made a complaint, they were 
definate and that Jack LeClair was party to this information and would call on 
these people if the original three complaintents would back out. 

Thursday, Feburary 17th, without notifying the Council, Hokanson had completed his 
evaluation and was brought before Judge Foley, who then sentenced him to years and 
years of treatment in the intensive sexual abuse program of St. Peter. This 
included a ten year supervisied probation*, order in the- sentencing and prohibited him 
from: having anything- to do with the Scouting Movement ever again. The custody of 
the Commissioner of Corrections would be 42 months at St. Peter. Hokanson stayed 
overnight in jail and the next day he was in St. Peter on February 18th and began 
his sexual abuse program at that time. Since the sentencing had completed and we 
complied with the wishes of our attorney, all the information has been sent to 
the Regional Office as well as the National Council Office for the confidentail file.

£x-Scout leader Hokanson pleads guilty to sex count

The triple felony set case against 
former Rochester Scoutmaster 
Richard C. Hokanson came to an 
abrupt halt Monday, with Hokanson 
pleading guilty to a single count of 
having set with a 15-year-old Scoot 
and prosecutors dropping thr other 
two charges In eiehange for the 
plea. 

Hokanson, M, of 3428 Slst Ave. 
entered his plea before Judge 
Daniel Foley, who ordered Hokan- 
son to report to tbe Olmsted County 
Jail at i a.m. today pending sen- 
tencing Foley also approved send- 



ing Hokanson to St Feter Slate 
Hospital for an evaluation. 

While there, Hokanson will be re- 
viewed as a possible candidate for 
tbe hospital's Intensive treatment 
program for sex offenders. Both 
defense attorney Terry Walters and 
Assistant County Attorney Ray 
Schmllt recommended that Hokan- 
son undergo treatment rather than 
serve any jail or prison time. 

No sentencing date was set, but 
Schmltt said Hokanson's evaluation 
will take about 60 days. 

As a first-time offender, Hokan- 
son's recommended sentence under 
the state sentencing guidelines Is 43 



months tn prison. But Foley made It 
clear to Hokanson the pica bargain 
didn't Include any binding agree- 
ment on sentence. 

"Mr. Hokanson, 1 want you lo 
understand, there has been no 
promises from the court as to sen- 
tence," Foley said. 

Hokanson, who Is married with 
three children, stood before the 
Judge with his head bowed and 
spoke In a barely audible voice. He 
showed no visible sign of emotion 
as he pleaded guilty. 

vVhen contacted after the hear- 
ing, Hokanson declined to he Inter- 
viewed on the advice of his 



attorney. 

Hokanson was charged In Octo- 
ber with two first-degree and one 
second degree felony sen counts for 
having sex with boys under his su- 
pervision In a local Scout troop and 
as a YMCA "Big Brother.'' Hokan- 
son was Scoutmaster of Troon 210 
at St. Flu* X Catholic Church, al- 
though he was not a member of 
that church. He resigned that posi- 
tion about 10 days before charges 
were Hied. 

The case came to light when two 
of thr alleged victims, while pa- 
tients at the Fountain t*ake Treat- 
ment Center In Albert Lea, report- 



ed the Incidents. The boys were 
there undergoing drug treatment. 

Tbe charges stem from events 
dating back some two years. The 
complaint describing the charge tn 
which Hokanson pleaded guilty 
states that Hokanson "used his posi- 
tion of authority as Scout leader to 
cause (the boys) to submit." Hokan 
sons alleged criminal sexual con- 
duct "Involved several boys" under 
16, according to the complaint. 

Hokanson, a staff engineer at 
IBM, was honored last February for 
his 20 years of work with Scouts In 
Rochester with tbe "Eagle Centurl-

"My Impulse Is to send you to 
Stillwater,' Foley said, "but my 



judgment says you are a very sick 
man and sending you to Stillwater 
might do more harm than good.' 1

Hokanson. who Is married and 
has three children. Is a staff engi- 
neer at the MM plant In Rochester. 
He had been Involved In scouting 
for 12 years and was a recipient of 
the Silver Beaver and Eagle Cen- 
turlan Awards. 

In Feburary last year he was giv- 
en the Eagle Centurlan award lor 
his work In guiding 100 Scouts to 
the level of Eagle, the highest rank 
* in scouting. The award was cteated 
especially for Hokanson by the 
Oamehaven Council of the Boy 
Scouts. 

Hokanson, who had been under 
psychiatric evaluation at St. Peter 
Since December, wore brown cordu- 
roy pants, a gray, checked shirt and 
blue and white tennis shoes In court 
today. 

Among those In the courtroom 
were some of his former Scouts and 
their parents, who sat quietly 
throughout the 90-mtmtl« senten- 
cing.

Perplch's budget cuts all state 
subsidies tor students enrolled In 
th« basic four-year medical train- 
ing program. Minnesota students 
currently each g«t $8,300 In state 
"capitation*' funds. Mayo Medical 
School had requested an Increase to 
per student for the 199344 
achool year and another Increase to 
t*.5$0 for the lv84-»5 school year, 
but Perplch recommended they gel 
nothing.

Richard Hokanson. 47, is scheduled 
to appear at 3:30 a.m. Wednesday in 
Olmsted County Court before Judge 
Harold Krieger on two charges of 
first-degree criminal sexual conduct 
and one second-degree charge. 

Three complaints signed by Ray 
Schmitz* Olmsted County assistant at- 
torney, said Hokanson admitted in 
engaging in homosexual acts in Sep- 
tember and October 1980 and in Jan- 
uary 198L 

The complaints said he was in a 
position of authority over the scouts 
and "used this position 0/ authority** 
to make the boys submit to his sexu- 
al advances. 

Hokanson. an engineer at IBM-Roch- 
ester, was awarded the Eagle Centu- 
rion award in February for his work 
in guiding 100 young scouts to the 
eagle level, the highest rank in scout- 
ing. He has been involved in scouting 
for more than 20 years and his 
scouts are Known for presenting Indi- 
an dancing demonstrations. 

He resigned as scoutmaster at Troop 
210 of St. Pius X Catholic Church 
after the investigation started earlier 
this month, according to Robert Mi- 
lam, president of the Gamenaven 
Council of the Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca. 

Under Minnesota's sentencing guide- 
lines, a conviction or guilty plea of 
first-degree criminal sexual conduct 
carries a sentence of up to 43 months 
in prison. Second-degree criminal 
sexual conduct can bring a year in 
jail. 



The use of videotape to sell Minneso- 
ta purebred breeding livestock 
around the world will be tested soon 
in a project funded by the state and 
federal government, officials said 
Monday.

Agriculture De- 
partment, which is being matched by 
funds from the Minnesota Agricul- 
ture Department 



St. Paul: FmHA provides loans 
of $122 million to state farmers 



The Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA) provided 3.314 loans total- 
ing SI 22 million to help Minnesota 
farmers in fiscal 1082 that ended 
Sept. 30, FmHA State Director Russ 
Bjorhussaid Monday. 

Preliminary figures show the agency 
provided about 100,000 loans to 
farmers across the country during 
the same period. About 54.1 billion 
was loaned through FmHA farmer 
programs, Bjorhus said. 



The loans are to be repaid in full, 
plus interest, to the federal govern- 
ment. 

FmHA is a credit agency of the U.S. 
Agriculture Department, providing 
assistance to farmers wno need cred- 
it, but who cannot get it from com- 
mercial banks or other lending insti- 
tutions.
